AGAWAM — In the six weeks since the 
June | tornadoes that ravaged Western Mass, 
damaging homes and trees in Agawam as 
well as other local communities, many resi- 
dents are left wondering about local cleanup, 
specifically in Robinson State Park, which 
was closed indefinitely due to the storm. 

Claudia Hurley, a member of Friends of 
Robinson State Park, said she, like many 
other Friends members, was wondering 
about the status of the cleanup there. 

“Our position has been that we are very 
disappointed that the park is not yet open 
and deemed safe for the public, but we un- 
derstand that tornado cleanup efforts have 
to be prioritized and we need to be patient,” 
Hurley said. “We are very anxious to be able 
to return to the park.”

cleanup on June 29. Friends members Ka- 
thie Breuninger and Ray Weber represented 
the Friends group at the showing and re- 
ported back that a logging company viewed 
the damage and discussed with Department 
of Conservation and Recreation (DCR) em- 
ployees what types of cleanup the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) 
would be willing to reimburse the state for. 

Park officials have declined to comment 
on the park’s closure and have referred me- 
dia inquiries to John Dwinell, district man- 
ager at the Department of Conservation and 
Recreation for the Blackstone Valley region. 

When contacted Monday, July 18, Dwinell 
said a contractor would start the cleanup on 
Tuesday, July 19 and was expected to work 
through the weekend to clean the estimated 
19 acres of damage. The contractor, who was 
not identified at presstime, will be working 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. removing storm debris 
in line with FEMA regulations. 

FEMA, he said, will reimburse up to 75 
percent of the cost of the cleanup. 

At presstime, Dwinell said he expected 
the cleanup to go through the weekend. 

“We won’t be reopening this park until 
DCR deems it safe to do so, due to the areas 
that we’re cleaning,” he said. 

The cleanup will consist of removing trees 
and hanging limbs, and picking up other 
storm debris. 

Dwinell stressed that the park would be 
closed to the public during the cleanup pro- 
cess.

Where’s 
the beef? 


Proposed eatery 
caught in legal dispute

AGAWAM - The proposed Wendy’s res- 
taurant on Springfield Street is still in a state 
of flux, the City Solicitor’s office confirmed 
this week, but the issue is moving forward as 
the parties move toward a potential trial in 
land court. 

For more than two years, Coyote Realty 
has been attempting to lease out their land 
at 1340 Springfield St., identified as a prime 
business spot in the center of Feeding Hills, 
Planning and Community Development Di- 
rector Deborah Dachos said. 

“Tt’s not a place that will stay vacant for 
very long,” she said. 

Wendy’s proposed installing one of their 
popular fast-food restaurants on the site and 
received unanimous support from the town of 
Agawam, and the Agawam Planning Board. 
The engineering department for the town 
called the proposal one of the most well done 
in recent history, and commended Wendy’s 
for properly addressing all their concerns 
about the land. 

After some minor debate with the Agawam 
Zoning Board of Appeals, the ZBA granted 
Wendy’s permission to place a drive-thru 
window on the west end of the property abut- 
ting Phipps Liquor Store, a property owned 
by Sprocket Realty. 

Representatives for Sprocket filed an ap- 
peal to the decision in November 2010 and

we're going to be using heavy equipment in 
the park, going by the guidelines ... since this 
is a sensitive area,” he said. “We want to keep 
the general public out for their own safety.” 

He went on to state that if people are 
walking through the park while storm debris 
is being removed, that the cleanup would 
have to be shut down until they are out of 
the area. 

“Tf the public would give us the consider- 


ation to let us get this job done and reopen 
the park as soon as possible, it would be 
much appreciated,” he said.

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Officials urge caution after 


recent drownings

AGAWAM - Following a deadly week for area swimmers, 
local emergency officials are urging residents to exercise 
caution when venturing out on the water this summer. 

On Monday, July 11 around 4:30 p.m., rescuers were 
called to Congamond Lakes in Southwick after a 19-year- 
old swimmer, later identified as Kevin J. Major of Westfield, 
reportedly went under while swimming around a pontoon 
boat in the Middle Pond. His body was found shortly after 
10 a.m. on Tuesday, July 12. 

Also on July 11, Chicopee police and fire departments 
were called to search the Chicopee River behind the Front 
Street Library after a 14-year-old swimmer disappeared 
while swimming. The boy, later identified as Michael Di- 
land of Chicopee, was found around 11 a.m. on Tuesday, 
July 12. 

Both drowning deaths took place just one month after 
the body of a 22-year-old man was pulled from Congam- 
ond Lakes when he disappeared in the water after reportedly 
jumping or falling from a pontoon boat. Investigators dis- 
covered his body after a 36-hour search. 

Prior to those two incidents, the last reported drowning 
at the Congamond Lakes was in August 2000, when an 18- 
year-old from Brooklyn, N.Y. died in South Pond, the sec- 
ond-largest Congamond pond. 

In the wake of the recent drowning deaths, Agawam Fire 
Chief Alan Sirois said it is important for residents to be cau- 
tious while swimming this summer. 

“As the weather continues to warm up, all public safety 
officials want to ensure that swimmers and boaters enjoy 
safe recreation,” he said. “People should remember to avoid 
alcohol when swimming or boating, wear a life jacket while 
onboard a boat, and not swim alone. An adult should always 
closely supervise children that are swimming in order to pre- 
vent a tragedy.” 

In Agawam, the only water related incidents the fire de- 
partment has responded to this year have been responses for 
jumpers from the bridges, which Sirois points out is not rec- 
reational. This year, there have been no drowning or other 
water-related emergencies, he said. 

According to a 2009 American Red Cross survey, almost 
half of the adults questioned about water safety indicated 
they’ve had an experience where they nearly drowned and 
one in four said they know someone who has drowned. 

With many families expected to visit local lakes and ponds 
— and even, in some cases, the ocean — this summer, the 
American Red Cross released its summer water safety guide 
to prevent future emergencies. Tips include practicing wa- 
ter safety by swimming in designated areas supervised by 
lifeguards or always swimming with a buddy; maintaining 
constant supervision, especially in home pools; and knowing

6 minutes. A child will die in 10 minutes. 
Water wings, swimming lessons and even 
swimming with a buddy are not enough to 
protect small children. 

To ensure the safety of children near the 
water, never leave them alone, even for a 
minute. Make sure an adult is present with 
a watchful eye, someone who stays close 
in case of an emergency. 

Consider how many children one adult

According to the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health, Injury Prevention 
and Control Program, for children ages 1 to 8, drowning is 
the second most common cause of death from injury. When 
a child drowns, it is quick and silent. He or she will pass 
out in 2 minutes and get permanent brain damage in 4 to

can safely watch. If there is more than one 
child, if the children are toddlers, or the 
water area is large — like a lake or the ocean 
— add more watchers. If no other watchers 
are available, make the children swim in 
shifts. 

Kids who cannot swim should be within an arm’s reach of 
an adult at all times, regardless of age. For more information 
from the Injury Prevention and Control Program, visit www. 
mass.gov/dph/injury. 


2011 Summer water safety tips 


Keep your family safe this summer by following these 
tips from the American Academy of Pediatrics (AAP). For 
more information, visit www.aap.org. 


Pool Safety 

¢ Never leave children alone in or near the pool or spa, 
even for a moment. 

* Install a fence at least 4 feet high around all sides of 
the pool. The fence should not have openings or protru- 
sions that a young child could use to get over, under, or 
through. 

¢ Keep rescue equipment (a shepherd’s hook — a long 
pole with a hook on the end — and life preserver) and a 
portable telephone near the pool. 

¢ Avoid entrapment: Suction from pool and spa drains 
can trap a swimmer underwater. Do not use a pool or spa 
if there are broken or missing drain covers. 


Boating Safety 
¢ Children should wear life jackets at all times when on 
boats or near bodies of water. 
¢ Make sure the life jacket is the right size. The jacket 
should not be loose and it should always be work as in-

structed with all straps belted. 

¢ Blow-up water wings, rafts and air mattresses should 
not be used as life jackets or personal flotation devices. 
Adults should wear life jackets for their own protection, 
and to set a good example. 

¢ Adolescents and adults should be warned of the dan- 
gers of boating when under the influence of alcohol, drugs 
and even some prescription medications. 


Open Water Swimming 

¢ Never swim alone. Even good swimmers need bud- 
dies. 

¢ A lifeguard (or another adult who knows about water 
rescue) needs to be watching children whenever they are 
in or near the water. Younger children should be closely 
supervised while in or near the water. 

¢ Make sure your child knows never to dive into water 
except when permitted by an adult who knows the depth 
of the water and who has checked for underwater objects. 

¢ Never let your child swim in canals or any fast mov- 
ing water. 

¢ Ocean swimming should only be allowed when a life- 
guard is on duty.

here’s a bear living in my backyard... or 
rather, I think there is. I haven’t seen it 
yet, but I’ve heard it every day for the last 
three weeks at least. 
In last week’s edition of Agawam Ad- 


vertiser News,

a yard on Barbara 
Lane on July 4. I 
stared in awe at that photo, not because I’ve 
never seen a bear before, but because I can’t 
believe how prevalent they (and other wild 
creatures) have become in residential neigh- 
borhoods in recent years. 

The first time I saw a bear wandering 
through the streets was on my 23rd birthday. 
I had been visiting my parents at their lake 
house in West Brookfield and was driving 
through Palmer on my way home when I 
rounded a corner at 50 miles per hour and 
there, in my lane, was a bear. I hit the brakes 
and rolled up my windows in case it ap- 
proached and waited for it to move. After 
mere seconds, it strolled back towards the 
woods and disappeared. 

My second brush with wildlife happened 
two years ago about 1/2 mile away from my 
apartment in Monson. To this day I still can’t 
quite believe what I saw: a large cat-like 
animal (I noticed its paws first — they were 
huge!) with a tail that looked to be at least 
four feet long. It walked slowly across the 
street in front of me before jumping effort- 
lessly over a chain link fence into the dense 
woods located on state property nearby. 
When telling a friend what I saw, he insisted 
the animal was either a bobcat or a mountain

lion. Given the very distinct tail, it was likely 
the latter, he said. I shouldn’t be surprised, 
given I live adjacent to a few hundred acres 
of woods and there are likely a number of 
different species living there, but a mountain 
lion was not something I ever expected to 
see, and definitely something I haven’t seen 
since. 

As the local reporter, I decided to call ev- 
ery environmental agency I could think of in 
hopes of determining whether or not I was 


seeing things, but no one ever confirmed my 
sighting... at least not on the record. 

Since then, I’ve been curious about but 
cautious of wildlife. 

After the June 1 tornadoes struck, I started 
hearing what I think is a bear howling in the 
early evening and early morning hours. I 
can’t adequately describe the plaintive noise 
Thear almost nightly, but I’m almost positive 
it doesn’t come from a dog. Since then, I’ve 
been on the lookout for whatever is living

back there. I’ve learned to rely on birds to 
tell me when something is in the area: crows 
and hawks especially tend to go crazy when 
a fox or bear is on the prowl. Dogs, too, can 
sense things that we can’t, and will tell us 
when something is in our midst.

the two parties are still awaiting a court 
date. 

City Solicitor Vincent Gioscia said the 
decision is still in the pre-trial phase. 

“They are still in the discovery process 
and they will be heading to trial soon,” 
said Gioscia, who did not have a specific 
date for the trial.

Wendy’s originally planned to continue 
constructing on the site and did work on 
the site into the winter.

Wendy’s and Coyote Realty believed 
the Sprocket challenge had no merit and 
continued work on the site, but ceased 
work during the harsh winter.

Mini-med school registration begins at BMC 


SPRINGFIELD — Area grammar and high 
schools aren’t the only academic institutions 
opening their doors once again in Septem- 
ber. Baystate Medical Center’s “Mini-Medi- 
cal School” — which begins its fall session on 
Sept. 15 — is now accepting registrations for 
the eight-week health education series. 

Offered in the comfortable and friendly 
environment of the hospital’s Chestnut 
Conference Center, the special program is 
designed to help the public make more in- 
formed decisions about their health care 
while receiving insight on what it is like to 
be a medical student — minus the tests, in- 
terviews and admission formalities. 

Mini-Medical School, designed for an 
adult audience, features a different aspect of 
medicine each week.

Fz many, finding one’s calling is an arduous task that 
can take many years of trial and error.

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Race for November 
election taking form 


Three city councilors opt out of re-election bid

AGAWAM - In the upcoming fall election, 
the race for mayor continues to stay at just two 
individuals with a third candidate still yet to 
turn in papers, but a potential 17-candidate 
field has emerged for the city council. 

At presstime, there are three Agawam City 
Councilors who said they do not currently 
plan to seek re-election. 

One, Jill Messick, is a longtime conserva- 
tionist who has helped lead the community on 
environmental projects in the past and who, 
along with Department of Public Works, has 
spearheaded the efforts to hold Environmental 
Awareness Days at School Street Park for the 
past three years. 

Messick announced at the end of the July 
5 City Council meeting that she would not be 
seeking re-election. 

“Tt’s time right now,” she said. 

Messick said she would be release a more 
formal statement in the near future about her 
decision not to seek re-election. 

Also not running this fall are Councilors 
Jill Simpson and John Walsh. Simpson an- 
nounced well in advance that she would not 
be seeking another term and further confirmed 
that at the budget hearing when she stated she 
had chaired her final school budget subcom- 
mittee. 

Walsh confirmed this week that he has de- 
cided not to seek re-election. He served only 
one term on the council, and was the chairman 
of the finance committee. Before joining the 
council, Walsh was a member of the school 
committee. 

“T have decided that I will not be taking out 
papers for nomination for re-election,” Walsh 
said. “I tried being a councilor once and have 
decided not to continue on with it.” 

That leaves a field of 17 candidates for 11 


positions, which includes at least three new 
councilors who will be elected to a two-year 
term in the elections this November. 

As of Monday, July 18, the Agawam Town 
Clerk’s office released information about those 
candidates that turned in nomination papers, 
and those that had taken out papers, but have 
yet to return them. 

Councilor President Donald Rheault and 
Vice President Robert Rossi have both turned. 
in their papers seeking re-election. 

Gina Letellier has also turned in her papers. 
It was Letellier who made the instrumental 
motion to restore $250,000 to the school dis- 
trict budget by proposing a cut in the stabiliza- 
tion fund in a last minute deal agreed to by 
the city council. If the supplemental budget 
is accepted at the August meeting, it will save 
several jobs in the school district. 

Robert Magovern and George Bitzas are 
also among the sitting councilors who have 
turned in papers. 

Also returning papers for seats on the coun- 
cil are Agawam residents Billy Chester and 
Rose Misischia. 

Sitting councilors who have yet to turn in 
their papers include Joseph Mineo, James 
Cichetti, and Dennis Perry, who is expected to 
seek his ninth term this November. 

Others with nomination papers out are Peter 
Beaudry, Peter McNair, Anthony Suffriti, Paul 
Cavalho, John Cesan, Cecilia Calabrese, and 
Louis Russo. 

Those with nomination papers still out have 
until Aug. 23 to turn them in. 

In the race for mayor, only incumbent Rich- 
ard A. Cohen and Walter Meissner III had 
turned in papers at presstime. Former State 
Rep. Rosemary Sandlin, who took out papers 
and has publicly announced her intention to 
run for mayor has not turned in papers yet, the 
clerk’s office confirmed.
